H  E  R  E  A  S  in  purfbance  of  the  Powd¬ 
ers  vefted  in  His  Majefty,  by  an  ACt 
pafled  in  the  laft  Seflion  of  Parliament, 
intituled*  “  An  ACt  to  enable  His  Ma¬ 
jefty  to  make  Rules,  Orders,  and  Re¬ 
gulations,  more  effectually  to  prevent 
the  fpreading  of  the  Diftemper  which 
46  now  rages  amongft  the  Horned  Cat- 
44  tie  in  this  Kingdom  which  is  ex¬ 
plained  and  continued  by  an  ACt  pafled 
in  this  prefent  Seflion  of  Parliament,  His 
Majefty  hath  thought  proper,  by  and 
with  the  Advice  of  His  Privy  Council,  from  time  to  time,  to  make 
fuch  Rules,  Orders,  and  Regulations,  as  to  His  Majefty  in  His  great 
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Wifdom  appeared  to  be  moil;  likely  to  prevent  the  fpreauing  of  the 
laid  Diftemper:  And  whereas  it  was,  amongfl  other  Things,  required 
and  commanded  by. His  Majefly,  by  His  Order  in  Council  of  the 
Seventeenth  Day  of  December  laid,  that  no  Oxen,  Bulls,  CoWs; 
Calves,  Steers,  or  Heifers  (except  Fat  Cows  and  Oxen  ready  for  im¬ 
mediate  Slaughter)  lhould  be  fent,  driven,  or  removed,  or  caufed  to 
be  fent,  driven,  or  removed,  oiit  of  ^ny  Town,  Parifh,  or  Extraparochial 
Place,  to  any  Fair,  Market,  or  any  other  Town,  Parifh,  or  Extraparo¬ 
chial  Place  whatfoever,  within  that  Part  of  Great  Britain  call¬ 
ed  England ,  or  fhould  be  bought,  fold,  or  offered  or  expofed  to 
Sale,  in  any  fuch  Fair,  Market,  Town,  Parifh,  or  Extraparochial  Place 
for  the  Space  of  Three  Calendar  Months,  to  be  computed  arid 
begin  from  the  Twenty  feventh  Day  of  December ,  One  thou- 
fand  feven  hundred  and  forty  fix  ;  and  that  no  Fatted  Oxen  or  Cows 
fhould  be  driven,  removed,  or  fent,  or  caufed  to  be  driven,  removed, 
or  fent,  to,  or  from,  any  fuch  Fair,  Market,  Town,  Parifh,  or  Extra- 
parochial  Place,  unlefs  under  fuch  Reflridions  and  Regulations  as 
were  fet  forth  in  the  faid  Order  of  the  Seventeenth  Day  of  Decetti* 
her :  And  whereas  His  Majefly,  by  His  Order  in  Council  of  the  Fif¬ 
teenth  Day  of  January  lall:,  was  pleafed  to  take  off  the  faid  Prohi¬ 
bition,  fo  far  as  the  fame  related  to  Fatted  Calves  ready  for  Slaugh¬ 
ter,  under  fuch  Limitations  and  Reflridions  as  were  to  be  ufed  with 
refped  to  Fatted  Cows  and  Oxen  :  And  whereas  it  hath  been  re- 
prefented  to  His  Majefly,  that  it  will  be  expedient  after  the  Twenty 
fourth  Day  of  thislnflant  March ,  to  permit  Lean  Oxen,  Bulls,  Cows, 
Calves,  Steers,  and  Heifers,  to  be  driven,  removed,  bought,  and  fold, 
that  His  Majefly’s  Subjeds  may  be  enabled  to  flock  their  Grounds, 
and  make  their  Lands  ufeful,  provided  the  fame  be  done  under  fuch 
Reflridions,  as  may  be  neceflary  at  the  fame  Time  to  prevent  the 
fpreading  of  the  faid  Diflemper;  His  Majefly  doth  therefore,  by 
and  with  the  Advice  of  His  Privy  Council,  hereby  require  and  com¬ 
mand,  That  all  Rules,  Orders,  and  Regulations,  heretofore  made  in 
relation  to  Fatted  Cows,  Oxen,  and  Calves,  be  flridly  obferved  for 
the  Space  of  Three  Calendar  Months  from  the  Twenty  fourth  Day 
of  this  Inflant  March ,  and  that  the  fame  be  extended  to  Fatted  Steers 
and  Heifers  ready  for  immediate  Slaughter;  and  His  Majefly  doth 
hereby  permit  Lean  Cattle  to  be  driven,  removed,  fold,  and  expofed 
to  Sale.  Provided  neverthelefs,  and  His  Majefly  doth  hereby  flridly 
require  and  command,  That  for  the  Space  of  Three  Calendar  Months, 
to  be  computed  and  begin  from  the  faid  Twenty  fourth  Day  of  this 
Inflant  March ,  no  Perfon  do  fend,  drive,  or  remove,  or  caufe  to  be 
fent,  driven,  or  removed,  any  Lean  Ox,  Bull,  Cow,  Calf,  Steer,  or 
Heifer,  out  of  any  Town,  Parifh,  or  Extraparochial  Place  whatfo- 
ever,  within  that  Part  of  Great  Britain  called  England ,  to  any  Fair, 
Market,  or  any  other  Town,  Parifh,  or  Extraparochial  Place  within 
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the  fame,  or  do  bay,  fell,  o'r  expofe  or  offer  to  Sale,  in  any  fach 
Fair,  Market,  Town,  Parifh,  or-  Extrapardchial  Place,  any  Lean  Ox, 
Ball,  Gow,  Calf,  Steer,  or  Heifer,  unlefs  the  Perfon  or  Perfons  fell¬ 
ing  fach  Bead  or  Beafts  do  deliver  to  the  Perfon  or  Perfons  who 
fhall  buy  fuch  Bead  or  Beafts,  a  Certificate,  under  the  Hand  and 
Seal,  or  Hands  and  Seals,  of  One  or  more  Juftice  or  Juftices  of  the 
Peace  for  the  County,  Riding,-  Divifion,  City,  Liberty,  or  Town 
Corporate,  or  of  One  or  more  Com milh oner  or  Commifiioners  of 
the  Land  Tax  appointed  for  the  Year  One  thoufand  feven  hundred 
and  forty  fix*  who  have  duly  qualified  themfelves  to  put  the  faid  Adt 
in  Execution,  (which  Commifiioners  are  by  the  A<ft  made  this  p*e- 
fent  Sefiion  of  Parliament,  for  continuing,  explaining,  and  amending  the 
Adt  made  the  laft  Sefiion,  relating  to  the  Diftempered  Cattle,  empow¬ 
ered  and  required  to  pat  in  Execution  all  and  every  the  Powers  and 
Authorities  given  by  tke  faid  firft  mentioned  Adt,  or  this  prefent  Adt, 
to  the  Juftices  of  the  Peace  of  the  feveral  Counties,  Ridings,  Divilions, 
Cities,  Liberties,  and  Towns  Corporate,  within  their  refpedtive  Divi- 
fions,  in  as  full  and  ample  Manner,  as  the  Juftices  of  the  Peace 
might  do  within  the  fame,  except  within  the  County  of  Middle - 
Jex9  and  all  Cities  and  Towns  which  are  Counties  within  them¬ 
felves)  or  in  cafe  no  Juftice  of  the  Peace,  or  Commiftioner  of  the 
Land  Tax,  authorized  as  aforefaid,  be  refident  within  Three  Miles  of 
the  Place,  from  whence  fuch  Beaft  or  Beafts  fhall  be  driven,  then, 
under  the  Hand  and  Seal  of  the  Redtor,  Vicar,  or  Curate  of  the 
Parilli  from  whence  fuch  Beaft  or  Beafts  fhall  be  driven  ;  or  in  his 
Abfence,  of  the  Recftor,  Vicar,  or  Curate  of  fbme  neighbouring 
Parilli,  fpecifying  the  Name  or  Names,  and  Place  or  Places  of 
Abode  of  the  Perfon  or  Perfons  felling  fuch  Beaft  or  Beafts ;  and 
that  upon  Examination,  on  Oath  of  One  or  more  credible  Perfon 
or  Perfons,  it  appeared  to  him  or  them,  that  the  faid  Beaft  or  Beafts, 
and  the  Herd  or  Herds,  out  of  which  the  fame  was  or  were  taken, 
was  or  were,  and  had  been,  for  the  Space  of  Two  Calendar  Months, 
before  the  Date  of  fuch  Certificate,  entirely  free  from  the  faid  Di- 
ftemper  or  Infection ;  and  that  fuch  Beaft  or  Beafts  had  been  in 
the  adtual  Pofieftion  of  the  Perfon  or  Perfons  felling  the  fame,  for 
the  Space  of  Two  Calendar  Months  at  leaft,  before  the  Sale  there¬ 
of  ;  except  only  with  Regard  to  fuch  Calves  as  may  be  fold  at  or 
about  Twelve  Days  old,  as  to  which  Liberty  is  hereby  given  for 
the  Sale  of  fuch  Calves,  provided  that  before  the  Sale  thereof,  fuch 
Certificate  as  is  before  required,  fhaJLl  be  obtained  for  the  Cow  or 
Cows  from  which  fuch  Calf  or  Calves  came ;  as  likewife  that  fuch 
Calf  or  Calves  are  in  good  Health,  and  have  not,  till  fuch  Time  of 
Sale,  been  Ceparated  from  the  Cow  or  Cows  to  which  they  belong: 
But  nothing  herein  contained  is  meant,  or  intended  to  take  away  the 
Liberty  granted  by  His  Majeftys  Order  of  Council,  of  the  Fifteenth 
of  January  laft, .  to  remove  Cattle  from  One  Pafture.  * o  another, 
*  B  though 
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though  the  fame  fhouki  be  in  different  Parifhes,  provided  the  Con¬ 
dition  required  by  the  (aid  Order  be  duly  complied  with. 

,  And  His  Majefty  doth  hereby  further  require  and  command  the 
Churchwardens,  Overfeers  of  the  Poor,  Conflables,  and  Infpedlors,  or 
tome  or  One  of  them,  to  hop  any  Cattle  which  {hall  be  carried  or 
driven  contrary  to  this,  or  any  former  Order  of  His  Majefty  in 
Council  then  fubfifting,  or  to  the  faid  Acfts  of  Parliament,  and  bring 
the  Offender  or  Offenders  before  fame  Juftice  or  Juftices  of  the 
Peace,  or  fome  Commiffioner  or  Commiffioners  of  the  Land  Tax,  as 
aforefaid/  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  Law :  And  fuch  Church¬ 
wardens  and  other  Officers,  or  fome  or  One  of  them,  are  hereby 
authorized,  during  the  Time  that  fuch  Offender  or  Offenders  (hall 
be  under  Examination  of  fuch  Juftice  dr  Juftices,  or  Com- 
miffioner  or  Ccrnmiffioners  of  the  Land  Tax,'  as  aforefaid,  to  put 
the  faid  Cattle  under  the  Care  of  fome  proper  Perfon ;  and  if, 
upon  Examination  before  the  faid  Juftice  or  juftices,  or  Commif- 
ftoner  or  Commiflioners  of  the  Land  Tax,  as  aforefaid,  it  IhaU  ap¬ 
pear,  that  the  faid  Cattle  Jme  been  driven  contrary  to  this,  or  fuch 
former  Order,  or  the  faid  Adis,  then  he  or  they  do  caufe  the  faid 
Cattle  to  be  drove  back  the  fame  Way,  to  the  Place  or  Grounds 
from  whence  they  were  brought,  with  fome  proper  Perfon  to  attend 
them,  or  take  fuch  Order  concerning  the  faid  Cattle,  as  fuch  Juftice 
or  Juftices,  or  Commiffioner  or  Commiffioners  of  the  Land  Tax, 
as  aforefaid,  {hall  judge  moft  proper,  according  to  the  Circumftances 
of  the  Cafe;  and  the  Expences  of  the  Perfdns  fo  to  be  appointed  to 
take  care  of  fuch  Cattle,  are  to  be  paid  out  of  the  County  Stock,  as 
direded  by  the  Adi  of  this  prefent  Seftion  of  Parliament :  But  in 
cafe  it  {hall  appear,  that  fuch  Beaft  or  Beafts  is  or  are  infedted,  that 
then  he  or  they  do  caufe  the  fame  to  be  {hot,  or  otherwife  killed,; 
and  buried,  in  the  Manner  preferibed  by  His  Majefty’s  Order  of  Coun¬ 
cil  of  the  Twelfth  of  March ,  One  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
forty  five. 

And  whereas  fome  Doubts  have  arifen  whether  by  His  Majefty’s 
afore  mentioned  Order  of  Council  of  the  Seventeenth  of  December 
laft,  a  Prohibition  was  not  laid  upon  the  driving  of  Oxen  from  One 
Parifh  to  another,  in  all  Cafes  where  they  are  made  ufe  of  for  the 
Plough,  and  other  kinds  of  Draught ;  for  obviating  thereof,  His  Ma¬ 
jefty  doth  hereby  order,  with  the  Advice  of  His  Privy  Council, 
That  in  all  thofe  Parts  of  this  Kingdom,  where  it  has  been  ufual 
to  employ  Oxen  for  the  Plough,  and  other  kinds  of  Draught,  no 
Reftraint  be  in  fuch  Cafes  laid  upon  the  Oxen,  but  that  the  Own¬ 
er  or  Owners  thereof  be  at  Liberty  to  drive  them  from  One  Parilli 
to  another  in  the  Plough,  or  in  any  Carts,  Waggons,  or  other  Car¬ 
riages,  or  kinds  of  Draught ;  provided  no  Diftemper  hath  hitherto 
been,  or  fhall  hereafter  happen  to  be,  amongft  the  Horned  Cat-* 
tie,  within  Twenty  Miles  of  the  Pariffi  or  Place,  fsom  which,  or 
to  which,  fuch  Oxen  (hall  be  drove.

That  in  all  Cafes  where  any  Hide  or  Skin  hath  been,  dr  {hall 
hereafter  be  brought,  lent,  or  'caufed  to  be  brought,  fent,  or 
bought,  fold,  expofed  or  offered  to  Sale,  contrary  t®  His  Majefty*s 
Order  of  Council  of  the  Seventeenth  of  December  laff,  the  Juftices 
of  the  Peace,  or  the  Commiffioners  of  the  Land  Tax,  as  afore- 
laid,  are  to  caufe  fuch  Hide  or  Skin  to  be  cut,  flafhed,  ana  Buried, 
in  the  fame  Manner  as  is  required  by  the  former  Order's  of  Coun¬ 
cil  to  be  done,  with  refpedt  to  the  Hides  or  Skins  of  the  Cattle 
that  (hall  be  killed,  and  to  convict  and  punifti  the  Offenders  ac¬ 
cording  to  Law.  * 

’  That  no  Ox,  Bull,  Cow,  Calf,  Steer,  or  Heifer*  whether  Fat 
or  Lean,  nor  any  Hide  or  Skin  of  fuch  Beads,  be  fuffered  to 
pafs  the  Rivers  Humber  and  Trent ,  or  either  of  them,  North* 
ward,  nor  the  Rivers  Severn  and  Dee ,  or  either  of  them, 
Weftward,  for  the  Space  of  Three  Calendar  Months,  from  die 
Twenty  fourth  Day  of  this  Inftant  March ;  and  for  that  Pur- 
pofe,  His  Majefly  *s  Juftices  of  the  Peace,  as  alfo  the  Commiffioners 
of  the  Land  Tax,  as  aforefaid,  for  the  feveral  Counties,  Hundreds, 
Ridings,  and  Divilions,  through  which  the  faid  Rivecs  run,  are 
hereby  required  to  caufe  ftrift  Watch  to  be  conftantly  kept  to 
guard  all  the  Bridges,  Fords,  Boats,  and  Ferries  upon  the  faid  Ri¬ 
vers,  and  to  carry  all  Offenders  herein  before  the  hext  Juftice  of 
the  Peace,  or  Commiffioner  of  the  Land  Tax,  as  aforefaid,  to  be  dealt 
with  according  to  Law. 

And  His  Majefly  doth  hereby  ratify  and  confirm  all  the  Rules, 
Orders,  and  Regulations,  and  alfo  ali  and  every  other  Part  of  His 
afore  mentioned  Orders  in  His  Privy  Council,  of  the  Twelfth  of 
March ,  the  Seventeenth  of  December ,  and  the  Fifteenth  of  JaHu* 
ary  laft,  unlefs  where  the  fame  are  varied  by  this  prefen t  Order. 
And  His  Majefly  doth  hereby  ftridtly  charge  and  command  all 
His  Majefly  s  Juftices  of  the  Peace,  Commiffioners  of  the  Land 
Tax,  as  aforefaid,  Conftables,  Churchwardens,  and  Overfeers,  and 
all  Farmers,  Cow-keepers,  and  others,  to  conform  themfelves  to 
what  is  thereby  required,  as  alfo  by  this  His  further  Order  in  His 
Privy  Council. 

And  for  the  better  notifying  of  this  Order,  it  is  His  Ma- 
jefly’s  Pleafure,  That  the  fame  be  forthwith  printed  and  pub- 
lifhed,  and  be  alfo  inferted  in  the  next  London  Gazette  5  and  be 
likewife  read,  togethef  with  the  faid  former  Orders  of  Council, 
in  all  Parifh  Churches,  Chapels,  and  other  Places  fet  apart  for 
Divine  Worfhip,  on  fuch  Sunday  in  every  Calendar  Month,  as  the 
Minifter  of  fuch  Parifh  fhall  think  proper,  according  to  what  is 
required  by  the  A<5t  paffed  this  prefent  Seffion  ef  Parliament.

The  KING’S  moft  Excellent  Majefty 

in  Council. 

H  E  R  E  A  S  on  the  Eighteenth  Day  of 
June  laft,  His  Majefty  was  pleafed,  by 
His  Order  made  in  His  Privy  Council, 
to  eftablifti  feveral  Rules,  Orders,  and 
Regulations,  for  the  better  preventing 
the  Spreading  of  the  Diftemper  amongft 
the  Horned  Cattle  ;  which  Rules,  Or¬ 
ders,  and  Regulations,  were  thereby  di¬ 
rected  to  be  carefully  obferved,  and  to 
continue  in  Force,  for  and  during  the 
Space  of  Three  Calendar  Months,  to 
commence  from  the  Firft  Day  of  July 
laft. — And  whereas  His  Majefty  hath  received  Information,  that 
the  faid  Diftemper  hath  of  late  greatly  increafed,  and  extended  it- 
felf  into  many  Parts  of  this  Kingdom,  which  had  been  entirely  free 
therefrom ;  and  that  this  had  been  occafioned,  chiefly  through  the 
Negl^Cl  of  the  Officers  appointed  to  carry  the  laid  Rules,  Orders, 
and  Regulations  into  Execution. — His  Majefty  taking  the  lame  into 
His  moft  f*ious  Confideration,  and  being  defirous  of  doing  every 
Thing  in  His  Power  towards  putting  a  flop  to  the  faid  Diftemper, 
5  A  2  which, 
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which,  if  not  timely  prevented,  may  end  in  the  entire  Deflrudion?. 
of  the  Horned  Cattle,  hath  therefore  thought  it  proper,  by  ami 
wifh  the  Advice  of  His  Privy  Council,  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby- 
ordered,  That  a  Prohibition  be  laid  on  the  buying,  felling,  or  re¬ 
moving  of  all  Lean  Homed  Cattle,  not  only  in  thole' Counties  . 
where  the  Diftemper  now  is,  or  may  hereafter  happen  to  be,  but 
in  all  the  Counties  throughout  England , — And  to  that  end,  That 
no  Perfon  do,  from  and  after  the  Twentieth  Day  of  this  Inftant 
September y  fend,  drive,  or  remove,  or  caufe  to  be  fent,  driven,  or 
removed,  any  Ox,  Bull,  Cow,  Calf,  Stqer,  or  Heifer,  out  of  any 
Town,  Pariff,  or  Extraparochial  Place,  to  any  other  Town,  Pa- 
rilh,  or  Extraparochial  Place  whatfoever,  within  that  Part  of  Great 
Britain  called  England •  or  do  buy,  fell,  or  expofe  or  offer  to  Sale, 
or  caufe  to  be  bought,  fold,  or  expofed  or  offered  to  Sale,  any 
Ox,  Bull,  Cow,  Calf,  Steer,  or  Heifer,  in  any  Fair,  Market, 
Town,  Par  iff,  or  Extraparochial  Place  whatfoever,  except  only 
Fatted  Cattle  ready  for  immediate  Slaughter :  Provided  neverthelefs* 
That  nothing  herein  contained,  is  meant,  or  intended  to  take  away 
the  Liberty  granted  by  His  Majefty’s  Order  of  Council  of  the 
Eighteenth  of  June  laft,  for  removing  Cattle  from  one  Pafture  to 
another,  though  the  fame  ff  ould  he  in  different  Pariff  es ;  or  to 
drive  Ox  Teams  in  any  kind  of  Carriages  from  one  Pariff  or 
Place  to  another,  provided  the  feveral  Conditions- required  by  the 
faid  Order  of  Council,  in  the  laid  refpedive  Cafes,  be  in  all  Things 
ffridly  and  duly  complied  with.  , 

And  for  the  greater  Certainty,  that  the  Fatted  Cattle  are  not  in- 
feded,  or  come  from  any  infeded  Place  or  Herd,  His  Majefty 
doth  hereby  further  require  and  command,  That  no  Perfon  or  Per- 
fons  whatfoever,  do  buy,  fell,  or  expofe,  or  offer  to  Sale,  or  caufe 
to  be  bought,  fold,  or  expofed,  or  offered  to  Sale,  any  fuch 
Fatted  Cattle,  unlefs  the  Perfon  or  Perfons  driving,  fending,  or 
removing  or  felling  fuch  Cattle,  do  deliver,  or  caufe  to  be  delivered 
to  the  Perfon  or  Perfons  who  ff  all  buy  the  lame,  a  Certificate  un¬ 
der  the  Hand  and  Seal,  or  Hands  and  Seals  of  One  or  more-  Ju- 
ffice  or  Juftices  of  the  Peace  for  the  County,  Riding,  Divifion*  - 
City,  Liberty,  or  Town-corporate,  or  of  One  or  more  Commif- 
lioner  or  Commiffioners  of  the  Land-tax,  qualified  to  ad  herein,, 
for  the  County,  Riding,  or  Divifion 'where  the  Town,  Pariff,  or 
Extraparochial  Place  ffall  lie,  from  whence  fuch  Cattle  ffall  be 
driven,  or  (in  cafe  no  Juftice  of  the  Peace,  or  Commiffioner  of 
the  Land-tax  as  aforefaid,  ffall  be  refident  at  that  Time  within 
Three  Miles  of  fuch  Pariff  or  Place)  of  the  Redor,  Vicar,  or  Curate 
of  fuch  Pariff,  or  of  ibrne  neighbouring  Parifh,  attefted  by  Ofie  of 
the  Churchwardens  or  Overfeers  ot  the  Poor  of  the  Pariff  or  Place, 
from  whence  fuch  Cattle  ff  all  be  brought  or  removed,  fpecifying  the 
Name  or  Names,  and  Place  or ‘Places 'of  Abode  of  the  Perfon  or  Per- 
lons  felling  the  fa*oe,  and  that  upon  Examination  on  Oath  of  One  or 
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more  credible  Perfdh  dr  Perfons,  it  appealed  tb  him  or  them*  that 
the  faid  Cattle,  and  the  Herd  or  Herds  out  of  which  the  fame  was 
or  were  taken,  was  or  were  at  that  Time,  and  had  been  for  the 
Space  of  Two  Calendar  Months  before  the  Date  of  fuch  Certificate* 
intirely  Free  from  the  faid  Diftemper  or  Infe&ion,  and  that -fuch 
Beaft  or  Beafts  had  been  in  the  actual  Pofleffion  of  the  Perfon  or 
Perfons  felling  the  fame,  for  the  Space  of  Two  Calendar  Months 
at  leaft  before  the  Sale  thereof ;  which  Certificate  the  Perfon  or 
Perfons  buying  fuch  Cattle  fhall  produce,  being  thereto  required, 
J>y  any  Juftice  of  the  Peace*  or  Commifiioner  df  the  Land-tax  as 
aforefaid,  or  other  Officer  impowered  to  examine  Perfons  relating 
to  Certificates.  , 

And  for  the  better  preventing  the  Spreading  of  the  faid  Di¬ 
ftemper  by  the  Sale  of  Lean  Cattle,  under  Pretence  of  their 
being  Fatted*  and  ready  for  Slaughter  j  His  Majefty  doth  hereby 
further  order,  require,  ahd  command,  That  all  Butchers,  and 
every  other  Perfon  or  Perfons,  who,  after  the  Twentieth  Day  of 
this  Iriftant  September ,  fhall  buy,  or  caufe  to  be  bought;  any  of  the 
afore-mentidned  Cattle,  fhall  kill,  or  caufe  the  fame  to  be  killed  and 
flaughtered*  within  the  Space  of  Ten  Days  after  he  or  they  ffiall 
have  bought  the  faid  Cattle,  or  caufed  the  fame  to  be  bought. 

And  His  Majefty  doth  hereby  order  and  direft,  That  the  afore¬ 
going  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  alfo  thofc  contained  in  His  Ma- 

a’s  Order  of  Council  of  the  Eighteenth  of  ‘June  laft  (except 
/  fuch  Parts  thereof,  as  may  be  varied  by  this  prefent  Order) 
do  continue,  and  be  in  Force,  for  and  during  the  Space  of  Three 
Calendar  Months*  to  be  computed  and  begin  from  the  Twentieth 
of  this  Inftant  September.  1 

And  His  Majefty  doth  hereby  recommend  it  in  the  ftrongeft 
Manner,  to  all  His  Juftices  of  the  Peace,  arid  to  the  Commiftioners 
of  the  Land-tax  as  aforefaid,  and  alfo  to  all  Conftables,  Church¬ 
wardens,  Overfeers,  and  Infpedtors,  that  they  be  careful  and  di¬ 
ligent,  in  caufing  all  the  Rules,  Ofders,  and  Regulations  afore¬ 
mentioned,  to  be  ftridtly  obferved  and  carried  into  due  Exe¬ 
cution  ;  arid  that  all  Farmers,  Cowkeepers,  and  others,  do  con¬ 
form  themfelves  thereto. 

And  His  Majefty  taking  Notice,  that  notwithftanding  the  Ju¬ 
ftices  of  the  Peace  and  Commiftioners  of  the  Land-tax  as  afore- 
laid,  were  dire<fted  by  His  Majefty5  s  afore-mentioned  Order  of 
Council  of  tiie  Eighteenth  of  June  laft,  to  tranfmit  to  His  Pri¬ 
vy  Council,  from  time  to  time,  a  particular  Account  of  their 
Proceedings  in  Purfuance  of  the  faid  Order ;  yet  that  the  fame 
hath  not  been  complied  with,  His  Majefty  doth  therefore  here¬ 
by  ftricftly  charge  and  enjoin  the  Juftices  of  the  Peace  and 
Commiftioners  -  of  the  Land-tax  as  aforefaid,  That  they  do  not 
fail  complying  with  His  Majefty ’s  Commands,  fo  lignified  by  His 
laid  former  Order,  upon  Paia  of  His  Majefty  s  Difpleafure. 
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y  And  for  the  better  notifying  of  this  Order,  k  is  His  Majefty's 
Pica fu re,  That  the  fame  be  forthwith  printed  and  pubiifhed,  and 
be  alfo  inferted  in  .the  next  London.  Gazette ,  and  be  likewife  mad, 
together  with  the  (aid  former  Order  of  Council,  in  all  Partfh 
Churches,  Chapels,  and  other  Places  fet  apart  for  Divine  Wor- 
fhip,  on  the  Firft  Sunday  after  the  Publication  hereof,  and  on 


inch  Sunday  in  every  Calendar  Month,  as  the  Miniher  of  fuch 
Church,  Chapel,  or  other  Place  ihall  think  proper,  agreeable  to 
what  is  required  by  an  pJifled  in  the  laft  Seflion  of  the  jaft 
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
